Each of the ninety-three counties 
is constituted by the bill as a corp­ 
orate divirion with power to sue and 
be sued and to receive and convey 
property, both real and personal. 
for the purpose of carrying on the 
public banking business. Bonds of 
the president, who is to be 
the 
chairman of the county board, and 
the cashier, would be fixed by the 
board. In matters relating to them­ 
selves. the president and cashier 
would not be entitled to vote at di- 
drectors’ meetings. 
Establishment of branch banks at 
such places within the county as 
the directors may deem advantage­ 
ous and “as business necessities of 
such county may require’’ is auth­ 
orized.

NEWARK, N. J., March g-0D — 
Police Serf. Robert Anderson. 
35, 
was stet and killed and Patrolman 
Marion 
Thigpen, 
negro, 
slightly 
wounded early today In a pistol 
fight with two negro gunmen. One 
of the gunmen was shot dead and 
the other is reported dying at City 
hospital from nine bullet wounds. 
The wounded gunman, who is al­ 
leged to have shot Anderson, was 
identified as Audley Billups. 26. 
The dead 
gunman is known as 
“Cokey Joe,’’ but whose nam# is 
believed to be William Merrick. 
Thigpen and another patrolman. 
Frank Wycalek, were Informed at 
1:30 a. rn., that the two negroes had 
teen flourishing revolvers and had 
gone into a house on Barclay street.

to the floor. 
A second shot ploughed into An­ 
derson’s chest, but the sergeant kept 
his feet, and fired three times, each 
shot hitting Billups.

was shot through the mouth by 
Wycalek and died instantily as he 
tried to escape from the room. 
Billups started down stairs, but 
Thigpen, who had recovered con­ 
sciousness, caught him on the sec­ 
ond floor and subdued him with a 
night stick. 
Sergeant Anderson died at a hos­ 
pital without regaining conscious­ 
ness. 


LARGER LIBRARY 
BUDGET DESIRED 


Board Will Ask $75,000; 
Present Appropriation 
Only $31,500. 


Committee Appointed To 
Tell Council of Need 
For New Books. 
The city council is to be asked 1 
for an increase in the library bud­ 
get tor 1930-31. This was decided 
Tuesday afternoon at a meeting of 
the library board when a commit­ 
tee was appointed to present the 
appeal, after first conferring with 
the council and making a study of 
the needs to determine the amount 
to be rqeuested. Th# members of 
the committee are August Etch#, A. 
W. Richardson and M. A. Hyde. 
The present library appropriation 
is $31,500. This is far from adequate 
to the needs, it is ssld, as $24,000 of 
it goes to salaries for the employes 
in the main library and the North 
Twenty-seventh street. University 
Place and College View branches. 
The balance goes to maintenance 
find operating expenses, drastically 
reduced because of lack of funds. 
Under this condition the board has 
teen forced to make raids on a 
sinking fund so frequently that this 
has teen wiped out and aith it any 
prospect for the present of creating 
a reserve for use in building a badly 
need addition. 
Annexation Canoed Problem. 
It was pointed out by members of 
the board that there has teen a 
need for more money for several 
years. This became more apparent 
with the annexation of University 
Place and Bethany, and more re­ 
cently, College View. each of which 
increased the responsibility of the 
oentral office. Since Collpce View 
became a part of the city that 
branch has teen maintained 
by 
money taken from the 1929-30 li­ 
brary budget. 
With the 
entire 
appropriation 
used tor salaries and maintenance 
purposes, it was said by members 
of the board, it has teen impossible 
to obtain enough with which to keep 
abreast of the times In purchasing 
new books. The only funds avail­ 
able for this have teen fines and 
penalties, amounting to 
approxi­ 
mately $5,000 annually. As a result 
It was said that the library Is now 
finding competition in private loan 
libraries. 
Decision of the library board to 
ask for more money followed a loaf 
discussion 
during 
which 
several 
proposals were advanced. Among 
Other things It was sir e* ted that 
a drive be made to amend the city 
charter so that the library can have 
all or a portion of one mill, the 
same as the park department. This 
would give the library approximate­ 
ly $75,000. 
Want $75,606 a Year. 
However, as the majority opinion 
was to the effect that such a move 
might break down efforts of the 
city council, now planning to raise 
more money at an election ta Au­ 
gust. the plan was abandoned. It 
was agreed by the board that lf the 
library m ild have $75,000 a yew, 
the main library and all of its 
branches could be ojiereted on a 
proper basis.

The public would not expect the 
board to launch into a campaign to stabilise the price 
of wheat by loaning on the basis of IM S a bushel 
at Chicago, then Jump toto the m arket to buy at 
term inal points, and finally to revise its rules so as 
to limit its support to co-operatives linked with the 
agency it had established without consulting the pub­ 
lic. 
Of course Mr. Hoover knew all about Its plans in 
advance, and naturally he is giving the board mem­ 
bers sympathetic support. Now th at the Bitum en has 
hardened a trifle from Its hectic and precipitate drops 
of last week, it Is possible to secure some view of the 
accomplishments of the board in aiding the farmers 
to secure higher prices. The set cresting the federal 
farm board passed congress and was signed by Presi­ 
dent Hoover on June 15. 1939. Exactly a month to the 
day, or on July 15, the board held its first meeting. 
Borne random quotations of the prices of farm pro­ 
duce on those days taken from the files of the m ar­ 
ket columns of this newspaper snd compared with 
the prices effective yesterday furnish a startling anal­ 
ysis of the actual results. 


TAXATION O r MOTOR VEHICLES. 
A considerable degree of equity attaches to th# 
suggestion by County Assessor Bell of Lancaster coun­ 
ty th at the property tax on automobiles ought to be 
lowered because of the special tax burdens their own­ 
ers are bearing in other ways. The benefit of the re­ 
duction he proposes would be distributed quite gen­ 
erally among all the people, and it will be no more 
th in fair and Just if the assessors in their state m eet­ 
ing to be held here this 
m onth 
should agree on a 
program. 
To begin with, the federal government collects a tax 
on every car and truck from the m anufacturer, and 
he is compelled to add the am ount thereof to his 
price for the machine. The dealer who sells it to the 
ultimate user in turn has to get more in order to make 
up the difference he pays to the m anufacturer. 
No sooner has the buyer of a car taken It from 
the salesroom than he 
is 
confronted with UM re­ 
quirement of paying a sizable license fee for the priv­ 
ilege of operating it on the public streets and high­ 
ways. 
In Nebraska and many other states he m ust 
Miso secure a driver's license and pay an additional 
fee for that. 
W hen he drives up to a filling station for gasoline, 
he is taxed anywhere from 3 to 5 cents per gallon on 
the fuel to make his car run. 
And, finally, he has to whaclf up to the state, the 
county, the city or village, and the school district in 
the form of a property tax on his automobile or truck. 
No other class of property has so many different 
kinds of taxes piled upon Si 
It the assessors can 
lighten the load, so far as the property levy is con­ 
cerned. they will be doing something worth while for 
the people's benefit. 
The automobile surely pays 
its 
way if anything 
does. 
It contributes practically all the revenue used 
for highway construction, m aintenance, adm inistra­ 
tion, and supervision; and in addition it helps to car­ 
ry the general load of governmental expense. 
When the gasoline tax law was enacted, it was on 
the theory that the users of highways should pay for 
them. 
T hat is now being done IOO per cent in Ne­ 
braska. Horses and wagons also use the highways, but 
their owners pay no special tax. 
Would It not be 
right and proper to equalise things by easing down a 
little on the property tax for motor vehicles?

W hat has happened then has been a general price 
decline in agricultural products since the farm board 
has been functioning. 
It should not be blamed for 
this if we are to take the view th a t the law of sup­ 
ply and demand is functioning, despite the efforts 
to Interfere 
with it 
and to set it aside. 
Actually 
economic factors control the situation, we should con­ 
clude. About all th at can be said is th at since its or­ 
ganization the federal farm board has not delivered 
what was anticipated or desired. Instead of advanc­ 
ing prices have declined. They are lower than they 
were on the day the president signed the bill and con­ 
siderably lower than they were on the day when the 
board held its initial organization meeting. 
In place 
of bringing more money to the farm er for his grain. 
and beef and pork, the m an in the rural regions is 
receiving less at this time. 
In fairness to the farm board it should be recog­ 
nised th a t it may not have had suflicient time to 
function. 
Possibly some of the labor which it has 
been performing will bear fruit later. 
It th a t proves 
to be true, certainly the Central West will rejoice. It 
hopes Mr. Hoover will succeed with his program and 
th at the federal farm board will prove a m aterial con­ 
tribution to the economic stability and strength of the 
countryside. 
The present returns «fe discouraging 
and taken on their face value a t th! 
strate th at Mr. Hoover's noble e;p 
a larger measure of prosperity to the American farm 
has been a colossal failure. More than that they car­ 
ry the ominous 
warning th a t it is 
folly to upset 
economic law through artificial methods and that re­ 
sort to such may precipitate conditions far more seri­ 
ous than now confront us. 
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WHY MEN SEEK PUBLIC OFFICE. 
Declaring th at he is unable to support his family 
properly on his salary of $8,000 annually, a Judge of 
the Judicial circuit in Illinois has submitted his resig­ 
nation. The expense of a special election will be nec­ 
essary to fill the rest of his term. 
This Judge was appointed to the bench In 1914 and 
since then had been elected three times. During this 
period of sixteen years the Judge apparently was able 
to support his family on the Judicial salary. He was 
I not forced to accept the original appointm ent or to 
continue seeking office at every election. Little sym­ 
pathy will be wasted on this Jurist because of the be­ 
lief that he is unable to support his family. 
W hat 
has happened in his case is what happens in the 
cases of most of 
us—enlarged tastes 
and desires, 
which in time became necessities. 
He Is resigning in all probability because of the 
opportunity to make more money. While $8,000 a year 
is enough to support a family comfortably it is not 
a salary large enough, under the circumstances, to 
permit the Judge to accumulate any considerable es­ 
tate. He might save up enough out of his annual 
stipend lo keep the wolf away from his door but he 
could hardly hope to compile any sizeable estate. 
Admittedly many public officials are serving a t a 
financial sacrifice. Some of them are ambitious po­ 
litically, they are willing to start at the bottom in the 
field of politics just as they 
would in business be­ 
cause of the hope of future success. 
O thers are In 
politics because the reward of public recognition is 
valued more than monetary return. 
One of the disadvantages of a political office is th at 
advancement is not based on service and merit. The 
salary of a judge remains the same year after year al­ 
though this man becomes more efficient and per- 
lorms more valuable service with each term . 
The 
only advancement to be found is by running for a n ­ 
other office which pays a higher salary. The alter­ 
native to this is th a t taken by the Illinois Judge, re­ 
signing from office and using the knowiedge gained 
in a political position in a field where the rem unera­ 
tion is greater.

A LIAR RY LEGISLATION. 
Attempts to legislate anything and everything re­ 
gardless of the rationality of such action has become 
a common symbol of the American attitude. It was 
carried to the nth degree by the Kansas house of rep­ 
resentatives the other day. 
T hat body debated whether to go on record as de­ 
claring W alter Liggett, a magazine writer, who has 
been revealing vice conditions in a number of states. 
is a liar. 
There was no attem pt 
to examine m aterial un-\ 
earthed by Liggett and to test its accuracy. There was 
no attem pt to get a t the facts and to criticise the 


j facts, or to develop means of producing changed con- 
< ditions if the facts of present conditions were un­ 
satisfactory. 
There was merely a discussion of opui- 
i ion. 
The group voted against the resolution to declare 
Liggett a liar. 
T hat may have m eant th at it didn’t 
think he was. 
It may have m eant th a t a m ajority 
realized it wasn't a fit subject of legislation. It is to 
be hoped th a t the latter was the case. 
Suppose Ute 
group had voted him a liar. It wouldn't have affect­ 
ed th e facta of the case. 
It wouldn’t have settled 
whether Mr. Liggett’s articles were true or untrue. He 
would have been merely a “liar by legislation.’* 
It is difficult enough for legislative bodies to for­ 
mulate statutes along general principles which will 
permit an adequate development of the organized life 
of society. It Is no wonder, however, th at they adopt 
impossible programs when they seem to believe in the 
efficacy of le g is la te action even to the extent of a t­ 
tempting to legislate tacts instead of policies. 


DISMISSING THE ALIEN. 
The Intention of the city of Detroit to dismiss all 
alien workers from its municipal pay roll and to re­ 
place them with citizens of this country has focussed 
attention on one phase of the immigration problem. 
There is another in which decisive action by govern­ 
mental agencies would be less open to question and 
whitli would be a 
constructive step 
in 
handling 
American difficulties. 
Reference is made to action in regard to alien crim ­ 
inals.'' The United States has adopted a general poli­ 
cy of deportation of the non-naturalized criminals. 
T hat policy is hampered by two factors, the dem and 
of the law for legal confinement of law violators and 
objections of the naUve countries of aliens to receive 
their crim inals back. 
In numerous cases, the United 8tates has had dif­ 
ficulty in deporting crim inals who had been in this 
country several years because of the refusal of other 
countries to readm it them . 
The longer such aliens 
remain in this country the more difficult It is for 
Uncle Sam to return them to their former home­ 
lands. 
Prison officials are now forced to incarcerate alien 
crim inals sent to them for the full extent of their 
terms. 
Only on completion of their “sentences can 
they be returned to the lands from which they came. 
This means a burden on American citizenry, first in 
the expense of capturing, trying, and convicting such 
elements of our population, and second In caring for 
them while in the country’s penal institutions. 
A more logical activity would seem to be for this 
country immediately to return criminals to their n a­ 
Uve land upon conviction in this country, first, to 
i avoid further expense in their connection, and second, 
to avoid the risk th at the other nation would not re­ 
ceive the alien criminals. There is an added advan­ 
tage th a t in many casal, assurance of deportation 
would be a more effective deterrent to crime than our 
systems of punishment. 


FINALLY PROVEN,

wilds of *the untam ed and unexplored countries re­ 
maining on the globe was finally proved this week.
